THE WORST OF THE SEASON. 

Minxeaporis, December 21.—The storm 
which started in yesterday, and stil] continues 
furiously im Minnesota, is by far the worst of 
the season. The wind is strong and the snow 
drifted badly. Thestorm was general in the 
northwest. It was accompanied by very cold 
weather Sin Dakota and northwest territory, 
the lowest point reached being 28° below zero 
at Fort Assinaboine. At 5 o’clock - yesterday, 
it had stopped at all points in Dakota except 
Bismarck, and was movitfg east. Trains are 
delayed somewhat, but as yet there is no gen- 
eral interruption of business. If the storm 
continues all day, however, many railroad 
blockades must ensue. Several inches of snow 
have fallen. . 

THE BLIZZARD IN CHICAGO, 

Curcaco, Decémber 21.—The rain, mud and 
slush which yesterday afternoon made life ¢ 
Chicago a burden, gave place during the night 
to a cold wave from the northwest. It came 
with a rush and inside of twelve hours there 
was adrop of 35° in temperature. The signal 
service reports the thermometer at 5° above 
in the early morniug hours; at 6 o’clock it was 
10° above, but, though at 10 o’clock the sun 
shone brightly, the rays had but a slight 
warming effect. The indications are that the 
eold biast will hover over this region for at 
least twenty-four hours longer, and that a 
lower point on the thermometer will be reach- 
ed. e wind during the night reached the 
velocity of twenty-four miles an hour, but has 
dropped to six. At 6 o’clock this morning 
Fort Tolten, Dakota, reported the tempera- 
ture at 20° below ; at Denver it was 14° below, 
and at Montrose 20° ow. Away down at 
Fort Davis, Texas, the inhabitants were revel- 
ling in the novel luxury of a snow storm; and 
at San Francisco the thermometer stood at 
26° above.

Secretary Fairchild’s Order to His Depart- 
ment—W atching for Imported Laborers. 
WASHINGTON,- December 21.—Secretary 

Fairchild issued an order today for the closing 

of custom houses on the 26th instant, and the 

2d proximo. He also ordered the closing of 
the treasury department at noon on the 24th, 
and Sist instant. A similar order has been 
issued with regard to the navy yards, 
Asaresult of the adoption by the house to- 
day of the new rule admitting private bills 
without the formality.of presentation in open 
honse, about 800 of these measures were 
thrown upon the clerk’s desk within a short 
quarter of an hour. While many of them are 
original bills, the majority appear to be ‘old

Secretary Fairchild took official notice today 

of the report that 2,000 Belgian miners are to 

be immigrated to take the plages of miners in 
the Lehigh region, now ona strike. He sent 
telegrams to the collectors of customs at New 

York, Philadelphia, Boston, and Baltimore, 

calling attention to the report and instructing 


them to be vigilant in preventing any violation - 


of the alicn contract labor law. 

Collections of internal revenue for the first 
five months of the present fiscal year amounted 
to $51,860,549, being an increase of $3,854,742, 
as compared with collections for the corres- 
ponding period of last year. There was an in- 
crease of $1,979,551 on receipts from spirits; 
$1,100,170 on tobacco; $775,412 on fermented 
liquors; $67,527 on oleomargarine and an in- 
crease of £355 on banks and bankers. The 
only decrease was in collections on miscellane- 
ous objects of taxation, which were $68,285 
less than last year. The receipts for Novem- 
ber last were $715,973 more than those for the 
same month of last year.

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STARVED TO DEATH. 


The Self-Imposed Penalty of a Murderer in 
Birmingham Jail, 

BIRMINGHAM, Aly, December 21.--[Special.] 
James Chastine, a White man confined in the 
county jail for murder, is dying of starvation. 
He was put in jail last July, and abouta month 
ago.announced that he was going to starve 
himself to death. For thirteen days and — 
not a particle of food or water parsed his lips. 
The county physician then took charge of him 
and forced f down his throat. He was re- 
moved to the hospital until he regained a little 
strength, when he was taken back to jail. He 
immediately refused to eat, and forten days 
now he has not swallowed nourishment of an 
kind. Chastine is now a living skeleton, with 
scarce enough strength to speak in a whisper.

tion into the treasury, unless such premiums 
were paid to the bondholders as they might 
demand. The policy of the republican party 
had postponed the payment of $250,000,000 of 
the debt till 1891, and of $740,000,000 till 1907. 
The president had paid every dollar of thes 
per cent bonds that were payable without pay- 
ing the premium, which the bondholders 
might see fittoask. The democratic party, 
headed by the president, was endeavoring to 
reduce the taxes so that so a large a surplus 
should not come into the treasury. All that 
the president had said was that it was not the 
proper thing for him or the secretary of the 
treasury to doto pay $130 or $150 for fevery 
$100 of the public debt, and thatit was the 
duty of congress to reduce the taxation of the 
people down to a point that there 
would not be a surplus. He thought 
that the course of the president and the demo- 
cratic party would be fully vindicated, while 
it would be very hard for the gentlemen on the 
other side to explain why they had kept up 
taxation to the extent they had done. 

Mr. Dolph argued that if the proper mppre- 
priations were made for rivers and harbors; 
for public buildings; for céast fortifications; 
for dependent pensioners; for the encourage- 
ment of American commerce and the Nicara- 
guan canal, there would be no surplus in the 
treasury, and he thought that such a policy 
was to & preferred to a reduction of the tariff.

RULES OF THE HOUSE. 


Report From the Committee Making a Few 
Changes in the Former Rules. 


WASHINGTON, December 21.—Mr. Randall, 
of Pennsylvania, from the committee on rules. 
submitted a partial report. The report rec- 
ommended the adoption of the rules of the 
forty-ninth congress until further order, with 
the following ehanges: The membership of 
the committee on library is increased to five. 
A standing committee is established to consist 
of thirteen members, to be known as the com- 
mittee on merchant marine and fisheries; an 
addition of representation of a delegate on the 
committee on private land claims is recom- 
mended. Private bills are to be presented 
through the clerk and given proper reference 
by that officer. An improper reference of a 
bill does not confer any jurisdiction over the 
subject matter of the bill; but appropriate 
reference will be made by direction of the 
speaker. Any private bill, whose contents 
are found to be insulting or obscene, will be 
returned tothe member presenting it, and 
will not be referred. Hereafter there will be 
printed only 500 copies of each bill of a public 
nature introduced, and 100 copies of each 
private bill presented to the clerk for refer- 
ence. 

The following select committees are provided 
for: On reform in civil service, to consist of 
cde members; onthe election of presi- 
deffwand vice-president and representatives in

congress to consist mem- 
bers ; on the eleventh census 
to consist of thirteen members; 


Indian depredation claims, to consist of thir- 
teen members; on ventillation and acoustics, 
to consist of seven members; on alcoholic lig- 
uor trafiic, to consist of eleven members. 

Mr. Randall briefly explained the proposed 
changés, which he stated, were, with one ex- 
ception, recommended by the unanimous vote 
of the committee on rules. That exception 
was a recommendation for the appointment of 
aspecial committee on the alcoholic liquor 
traffic. The gentlemen from Maine and. Ili- 
nois, (Reed and Cannon) and he, constituted 
the majority of the committee on this question. 

McCreary, of Kentucky, said he desired to 
offer an amendment requiring general appro- 
priation bills to be reported to the house by 
the committees having them in charge within 
sixty days during the long session, and forty 
days during the short session of congress. 

Mr. Randall stated that the subject was 
pending in the committee on rules, and would 
receive careful consideration before the com- 
mittee submitted another report. Upon this 
statement Mr. McCreary withdrew the pro- 
posed amendment. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Frye, to ex- 
empt American coast-wise sailing vessels pi- 
loted by their licensed masters or by United 
States pilots from the ny, to fpay state 
pilots for services not rendered. Also giving 
the consent of congress that the laws of the 
several states relative to the sale of distilled 
and fermented liquors within the limit of each 
state, may apply tosuch liquors, when they 
have been imported, in the same manner as 
when they have been manufactured in the 
United States, 

After a brief discussion,the report was agreed 
to without division. The following amend- 
ments to the rules were submitted and referred 
to the committee on rules: By Mr. Enloe of 
Tennessee, to prohibit printing in the Record 
undelivered speeches. 

B@ Mr.Mekae, of Arkansas, increasing to fif- 
teen the membership of committees now hold- 
ing thirteen members. 

By Mr.Holman,of Indiana, providing for the 
re-establishment of the Holman amendment, 
thatno amendment changing the existing laws 
shall be in order on the general appropriation 
bill, unless being germainjto the bill. It re- 
trenches expenditures by reducing the num- 
ber, or salaries of officials, or by reduction of 
compensation of any person paid out of the 
United States treasury.

EXPLOSION OF NAPTHA IN ROCHESTER 


Conducting Pipes Filled With the Explosive 
Leak inte the Sewers—The Mills Be- 
come Filled and Explosion Ensues. 


half-past 3 o’clock this afternoon a terrific ex- 
plosion occurred in front of the Poole flout mill 
on Mill street, at the foot of Factory street. 
The explosion was felt fora long distarice. 
Ouly a few seconds after the first explosion, 
another followed and another, and another, in 
rapid succession. Instantly flames burst from 
the Poole mili and the rear walls fell in. The 
fire burned with great fury and although the 
workmen hastened to get out, it is feared some 
must have perished in the flames. ~ 

It was only a few minutes before Washing- 
ton mills, adjoining the burning structure, was 
also on fire. The cause of the explosion was 
that sewers in the vicinity were filled with 
naptha. Today 14,000 gallons of naptha were 
pumped from the Vacuum Oil works throtgh 
a pipe line in the bed of an old canal. It was 
intended for the Municipal gas company, but 
breaks in the line

into adjoining sewers. When the sewers be- 
came surcharged with gas it escaped into the 
mills and exploded there, and afterwards into 
sewers in the streets, throwing out manhole 
covers and tearing up roadways. The amount 
of damage cannot be calculated at this hour. 
Two or three of the finest mills in the city 
with their contents, are doomed, and several 
streets and sewers are more or less damaged. 

In the vicinity of the fire and up Mill and 
State streets, as far as Market street, a dis- 
tance of about three-quarters of a mile, people 
were running in every direction and the fre- 
quent explosions terrified them more. The 
a continued at such frequent inter- 
vals for the first half hour ‘that the people 
were deterred from getting‘anywhere near the 
fire. It is not known how many persons were

of one of the buildings to the river bank be- 
low, a distance of fifty feet. His right leg 
was broken and he received severe internal in- 
jaries. 

The walls of Jefferson mill fell in about 4 
o'clock, and it is feared there are sey- 
eral men buried under them. The engineer 
of Clinton mill, with two companions, were 
standing near the front of the mill when the 
explosion octurred. They retained suflicient 
preserice of mind to shut off the steam and 
get-out of the mill. Six persons were at work 
in the Clinton mills, four of whom escaped 
through the water wheel. 

At the time of the present writing, }(12:30 
jy’. m.,) the fire is under control, but the de- 
partment will keep at work at least until 
morning. The explosions ceased about 6:30 
o’clock, and no more danger is apprehended 
from them. The explosions covered a wide 
extent of territory. Man-holes over sewers on 
Mill, Platt, State, West, Main, Tremont, 
Smith, Jay, Furnace, Brown and many other 
streets, were blown off by the force of the ex- 
nlosion, and a great deal of paving coat

Eleven Mariners Lose Their Lives by Drown- 
ing. 

San Franersco, December 21.—The coast- 
ing freight steamer, San Vincente, burned last 
night forty miles gouth of Golden Gate. The 
crew counted of nineteen people.

An L[nteresting Conversation.

Professor Edward V. Valentine, whose won- 
derful sculptures have made his name a famil- 
ll lovers of art, d through the 
city yesterday, en route to his home in Rich- 
mond, Va. Soutnern people feel a peculiar in- 
terest in the great sculptor and his round about 
journey from Lexington, Ky., has been one 
continued ovation, and the occasion of many 
pleasant and pathetic incidents. 

The distinguished gentleman was found yes- 
terday afternoon at his room in the Kimball. 
Mr, Valentine is of medium height, with in- 
tellectual forehead, slight mustache and 
beard —pleasant, courteous and highly enter- 
taining. 

The unveiling of the Breckenridge monn- 
ment in Lexington, November 16th, in the 
presence of 25,000 neople, and the glowing 
tributes paid upon that occasion to the great 

sculptor, are ati fresh in the minds of Tue 
ConsTuTION readers, From Lexington, Mr. 
Valentine passed through Louisville, ar 
ville, Memphis and New Orleans, stoppin 
the latter place with his live long friend, Gol- 
onel Wm. Preston Johnston, and every where 
he was the recipient of kindest re ard. 

“It is my first trip west of the Alleghanies,”’ 
he remarked pleasantly, ‘and I am delighted 
withthe trip. Why, it has been a revelation 
tome. The people have everywhere been 
hospitable and kind to an unusual degree, and 
I appreciate it very much, indeed. ba 

“T am, as you may know,’ ’ he continued, ‘‘a 
devoted southerner, being born in Hichnjond, 
November 12, ay 8, and have spent most of my 
life in that pl; But this was my first oppor- 
tunity to visit the southwest, and it has been a 
delightful trip. I saw something in Atlanta 
that makes me love it. It was out on Peach- 
tree street. It was a group—the Amazon Group 
—from the original of my grand old tutor, 
Professor Kiss, of Berlin. Many hours I have 
studied in the shadow of its original, and it 
carried me back to Berlin, and to oldtimes. I 
stopped and gazed at that beautiful group for 
many minutes, and it made me feel as though 
I was at home in Atlanta.’ 

‘‘My scrap book ?’’ in reply to a remark of 
the reporter. ‘“‘Oh, yes, it is always with me.”’ 

The tirst photogr: iph was of the famous Lee 
statue. over Lee’s grave, at Lexington, Va. 
The statue was taken from a bust, and the 

familiar features of the great confederate were 
reproduced with wonderful truth. 

‘That is the colonel’s uniform to which he 
was so much attached. The bust was taken 
from life. and be himself was very much 
pleased with it. That is General Joe John- 
ston and that is Beauregard. That handsome 
face, with curly hair, that is Edwin Booth.’’ 

‘*Are all of them taken from life, professor ?”’ 

“Oh, yes; and I am very proud of my collec- 
tion. Ihave by far the finest in the world of 
the confederate officers. That is Commodore 
Maury ; that is General Picket, and that is G.

Game laws and 
laws against trespassing operate differently 
in various localities, and as it is almost im- 
possible for a man to tell when he steps over 
a county line, he is always in danger of vio- 
Jating a statute. 

The idea of local self-government is a 
grand one, and it suits our people, but per- 
haps there is such a thing as carrying it to 
an absurd extreme. A state does not con- 
tain so many opposing and diverse interests 
as to render all this local legislation abso- 
lutely necessary. As a rule, it may be set 
down as a fact that general state laws are 
the best, and if there are any exceptions to 
the rule they are few in number, and they 
should be jealously scrutinized. 

Thus far no very serious evils have re- 
sulted from this growing system of local 
legislation. But we must have an eye to 
the future. The horrible reign of anarchy 
in Paris after the Prussians evacuated the 
city was the direct result of the local self- 
government theory. The communes deter- 
mined to govern themselves and defied the 
authority of the general government, and 
order was not restored until after a series of 
bloody conflicts. Doubtless there is little 


danger of such a calamity in this country, | 


but we cannot afford to have our states 
splitting into numberless little petty sover- 
eignties. A state should be one harnioni- 
ous whole. We want no free cities, no in- 
dependent communities emancipated from 
the contro] of the state, 
When a state encourages the growth of 
the communal system, it provides for its 
wn dissolution, or at least it parts with so 
much of its sovereignty that it cannot pre- 
serve order in times of civil commotion. 
Centralization may be a bad thing, but a 
state must be a centralized, solid affair, ‘or 
it will play a very insignificant part in our 
union of sovereignties.

. Pension Extravagance. 

The most reckless piece of pension legis- 
lation which has yet been proposed, is the 
bill of Senator Manderson, who wants to 
pension not only all of the old soldiers, but 
virtually all of their uncles, cousins and 
aunts, and anybody else who isin any way 
connected with them. 

The bill was prepared by the pensions 
committee of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, which has disposed of its work in as 
thorough a manner as possible. It has 
simply asked that the earth be divided 
among the members of the G. A. R., and 
wants the public to do as best it can on 
what is left. 

Parents, widows and minor children, of 
mow or hereafter, of any deceased soldier 
whoserved on the union side, are to be 
pensioned if they are dependent upon 
others, or upon manual labor for their sup- 
port. It makesno difference whether the 
soldier was killed in war or whether he dies 
twenty-five or fifty years after, from inju- 
ries received in a railroad smash-up, a fight, 
a“ frolic, orfrom any other cause, his corps 
of relations will become public. bene- 
ficiaries. by this bill. All honorably dis- 
charged soldiers, incapable of manual labor, 
will be put on the invalid list at twelve dol- 
Jars per month, whether they were inca- 
pacitated during the war or since, or may 
be in the future. 

Such a bill searcely deserves serious con- 
sideration. The Kansas City Times prop- 
erly says of it: ‘This is pensioning run 
mad. The people of the United States, 
morth and south, do not want to see a 
single soldier suffer who suffered for his 
country, neither do they want to create an 
Outrageous debt for the benefit of men who 
may never have smelled powder.”

The Author's Right. 
Under this head the New York Sun has 
the following: } 
~ THE ATLANTA CONSTITUITON states the question 
clearly and strongly, as is its wont: 


“Every Frenchman and every Russian author 
ought to have a shate in the profits that accrue from 


‘the reprinting of his works in this country and in 
“every other country. 


Whether his books are good, 
bad, or indifferent, he ought to share in the profits 
that result from their publication.”’ 

Supposing there should be loss instead jof profit 
ouzht the author of the books to share in the loss? 

There isa great difference between literary prop- 
erty and ordinary property, such as clothes, houses, 
food, and the like. This difference is recognized in 
all copyright legislation. The owner ofa house ora 
bushel of wheat owns it absolutely; the owner of the 
material book, the paper, printing, and binding, 
owns it absolutely; but the author who creates the 
ntellectual contents of the book has but a limited 
and partial ownership, enduring only for a period 
fixed by law; and when that period expires he has 
no ownership at all. 

The author’s property in the printed book is thus 
a creature of the law, and it may be long or short at 
the pleasure of the legislator. It is a matter of poli- 
cy and discretion, and not of complete and inherent 
right. | 

Besides, the commercial value of the book de- 
pends on the education of the people to whom it is 
offered; and that education is the result of culture, 
expenditure, and schooling. with whichthe author 
of a book, if he is a foreigner, bas had nothing todo, 
and toward which he has contributed nothing. 
His right tocomein and profit by these conditions 
cannot be. an unqualified right, like that of the na- 
tive author who has contributed to produce them. 

Altogether this question is not so simple or so one- 
sided as some enthusiastic and sentimental people 
seem to think it. 

This is very well put. It is true that the 
author has only a limited right in the crea- 
tions of his pen, or in the compilations of 
his paste-brush, and yet, within the limita- 
tions set by the law his right is absolute 
and ought to be recognized by all nations. 
This is, or ought to be, the whole point at 
issue. It is true that some of the advocates 
of international copyright are more enthusi- 
astic than discreet, but this fact need not 
obscure the real issue, which is that within 
the period of ownership fixed by the law, 
the author’s right ought to be absolute. 

As to the question of loss, that has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the author’s right. 
It is a question for the publishers to decide, 
and, as a matter of fact, it is decided by 
them every day. There is absolutely no 
fact and no argument to stand in the way 
of the plain proposition that honesty and 
justice require the recognition of the right,

A Remarkable Convention. 


Last Tuesday one of the most notable 
state conventions ever held in Texas was in 
session at Dallas. 

The meeting was in the interests of im- 
migration, and about 5,000 delegates were in 
attendance, representing every county in 
the state. The excitement and enthusiasm 
were intense. Each delegation had its 
banner with an appropriate motto. Com- 
mittees were appointed to confer with the 
railroads concerning cheap rates to Texas. 
A permanent organization was effected, with 
headquarters, and a corps of officials. The 
executive comamittee was authorized to take 
into consideration the propriety of desig- 
nating one or more points in the state for 
the reception of immigrants and visitors, 
and various measures for the encouragement 
of immigration were agreed upon. 

Since the war Texas has stuck to the 
policy of reaching out in every direction for 
immigrants, and it cannot be denied this 
policy has built up the state. The scheme 
as perfected by the Dallas convention will 
doubtless draw many thousands of new 
settlers ev@ry year. Some of these’ immi- 
grants will be well-to-do, industrious people, 
and they will make good citizens, But 
along with them will come a large -sprink- 
ling of idle and worthless drones and va- 
grants who-will be a burden to the state.

Vice President H. -V. M. Miller presided, 
and Hon. Lamar Cobb, the secretary, was at 
his post. ; 

Messrs. S. M. Inman, Columbus Heard, J. 
S. Porter and E, H. Hodson, members of the 
technological commission, were present. Mr. 
N. E. Harris, the fifth member of the board, 
was unayoidably prevented from being pres- 
ent. 

The report of the commission on the school 
of technology was read and received as infor; 
mation. The trustees and members of the 
commission spent some time in discussing the 
affairs of the new school, the various branches 
to be studied and the progress of the work.

March next.

NEGRO WOMAN’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


Sopha Hill Dies and the Absence of Her 
Property Leads to an Arrest— 
Other Criminal News. 


Sophia Hill, a negro woman about forty 
years of age, was buried in Southview ceme- 
tery Tuesday afternoon. This morning the 
body will be exhumed and an autopsy held, 
because it is now thought that the woman was 
poisoned. ; 


The autopsy will be made atthe cemetery. 


Several years ago the woman’s husband was 
killed by the Richmond and Danville railroad, 
and soon after his death she brought suit 
against the railroad company. Her husband 
had been a sober, industrious man, and left 
her a home on Raspberry alley, in the fourth 
ward, The home was a comfortable one, and 
the house was neatly furnished—much more 
so than negro homes generally. The woman 
was industrious, too, and indulged in fine cloth- 
ing to the extent of his spare income. 

A few weeks ago the railroad company paid 
the woman two hundred dollars as a compro- 
mise and when she received the money she 
carried it home. She had always been quite 
ee oe among her neighbors, but the two 

undred dollars made her more popular and 
her house was rarely without company. 
Among others who were in the habit of calling 
upon the woman was James Jeter, a negro 
man about sixty yearsof age. Jeter was very 
attentive tothe widow, so much so, indeed, 
that a marriage between the two was discussed 
by those residing in the alley. On Saturday 
the woman was taken illand Jeter called 
to see her. To those who came near 
the house the man _ stated that 
the woman was suffering with a severe cold. 
On Monday, however, she was so much worse 
that Jeter decided to send for a physician. Dr, 
Abernathy was called in and after examining 
into the woman’s condition, advised Jeter to 
send for Dr. Murphy, the ward physician. Dr. 
Marphy found the woman quite siek, and after 
prescribing left. That night the woman died 
and ou Tuesday afternoon she was 
buried, some secret society, to which she 
belonged, defraying the expense. While the 
body was being prepared for burial some 
trouble was experienced in finding suitable 
clothing. This occasioned considerable talk, 
because it was generally known that the 
widow had always kept on hand an abundance 
of clothing. After the burial the members of 
the society continued the discussion, all the 
time indulging in a desire to know what had 
become of the woman’s wearing apparel. The 
absence of the $200, too, was quite a mystery 
to all who engaged in the discussion. It was 
known by all the widow’s friends that she had 
received the money, and it was generally be- 
lieved that she had been keeping it in the 
house. 

Jeter’s attention to the widow finally came 
into the discussion ané@ in a short time unkind 
remarks were being made about him. Late in 
the day some of thejnegroes brought the matter 
to the attention of Patrolman Norman, who 
made an investigation, which induced him to 
suspect that Jeter knew more about the dead 
woman's effects than he cared to tell. That night 
the patrolman reported the matter to Chief of 
Police Connolly who instructed Detectives 
Reeves and Cason to look into the matter. On 
Tuesday the detectives found Jeter with whom 
they had a long talk. He knew nothing of the 
woman, and said that she hada cold only when 
he first saw her. He did not even know when 


or where she had been buried. The 
negro’s sage did not impress the 
detectives avorably and they 4d 


e- 
cided to watch him. Jeter’s conduct durin 
the night increased the officers’ suspicions, pons | 
early yesterday morning they arrested him, 
At the city prison the negro adhered to the 
story he had told Tuesday, but when he was 
searched a paper was found in his pocket 
which induced the officers to place no eonfi- 
dence in what he had said. 

The paper was a receipt for $150. 

The receipt was given Jeter by J. Baylan, 
a merchant at 128 Decatur street, on the 28th 
day of November last. When the detectives 
called upon the merchant he informed them 
that Jeter had left the money with him for 
safety. Jeter, when questioned after the 
money had been found, said that he had been 
saving it for six years. The negro’s condnet 
throughout and the discovery. of the money in- 
duced the officers to suspect that Jeter had 
poisoned the woman in order to secure the 
money. They made a full report to Chief 
Connolly, who instructed them to haye the 
body taken up and an autopsy held.
